Seattle, March 6.—To more nearly

ETROIT apparently is reaping benefits of its work in 
promoting public safety. High lights from the annual 


‘report of the State Health Department, compiled by the 


Detroit Automobile Club, show that during 1928, 318 per- 
sons were killed in traffic in this city, compared with 414 
for the preceding year, while the number killed in the state 
outside Detroit in 1928 totaled 1,372, against 1,336 in 1927. 
This gives an excellent picture of conditions in the 
state. outside of Detroit, of the first year of “No Speed 
Limit” and the last year of “Limit of 35 Miles Per Hour.” 
The cost of taking care of accidents at hospitals runs into 
millions. Dr. T. K. Gruber, superintendent of Receiving 
Hospital, Detroit, where all accident cases are taken, reports 
that the total for handling cases at that institution in 1928 
reached $491,000, as compared with $450,000 the year before. 
The average amount of time lost for patients in hospi- 
tals (before they are able to return to work) was about a 
month, or a total of 6,416 months, or 540 working years. 
These figures, Detroit and state officials say, clearly 
indicate that all money spent in safety work is well worth 
while. 
FFICIALS of Chevrolet Motor Company, who have just 
returned from automobile shows in the Southwest, 
report that conditions in that section of the country are 
excellent, and, in their opinion, more motor cars will be sold, 
especially in southern Texas, New Mexico, Arizona and 
California, than in any previous year. 


|" is evident that the Diesel type airplane motor has been 
developed beyond the experimental stage. Action of the 
Packard Motor Car Company. in awarding contracts for a 
$650,000 plant in which to begin production of this radial 
air-cooled motor, shows that everything is set to begin work 
at the earliest possible moment. 

Diesel type engines burn fuel oil. They depend on their 
action for the injection of fuel oi] into the cylinder under 
high pressure of a fine spray of oil, which is ignited by com- 
pression instead of a spark plug. 

Until Packard developed this engine, the great weight 
of Diesels militated against their use in airplanes. 

Capt. L. M. Woolson, Packard expert who developed the 
motors, has been able to bring the weight down to about two 
pounds per horse power, which is somewhat higher than a 
gasoline engine, but it is claimed that reduction in weight 
of the quantity of fuel carried will counterbalance this. 

Each gallon of fuel carried costs only a fraction of the 
same amount of gasoline. —-——

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Merchandising Airplanes 


OOKING back over the history of the automobile indus- 


try, we find a number of rather well-defined periods of 
eras. In the beginning was the era of engineering develop- 
nent. Manufacturers were interested principally in putting 


‘ogether vehicles that would run. They did not always meet 
with striking success. Selling and servicing the cars were 
minor matters in the engineering era. There were plenty 
of buyers waiting to take the curios off the manufacturers’ 
hands as quickly as they could be turned out. 

Then our manufacturers and designers began to solve 
the mechanical problems that had at first puzzled them. 
They found time to devote to the problem of production. 
Cars that would run with reasonable efficiency began to 
some off the production line in increasing numbers. And 
soon the problem of how to service these vehicles, to keep 
them running satisfactorily, made its appearance, and the 
problem of service is not wholly eliminated, even now. 

3ut another problem came with increasing production 
that was even more insistent than that of servicing: How 
to dispose of the greater number of cars that the factories 
were producing. No longer could the salesman sit back and 
wait for clients to storm the showroom. 
become a problem, and the question of how most advantage- 
ously to merchandise the products of the automotive factories 
demanded the attention of every manufacturer. It still does, 
exactly as it exists in the sale of soup or shoes. This is the 
merchandising era of the automobile industry. 

It is a bromide that history has a way of repeating 
itself. The truth of the saying is equa! to its platitudi- 
nousness. That near relative of the automobile industry, 
the airplane industry, is following the familiar path. It 
has had its era of engineering development, when mechan- 
ical problems demanded almost its entire attention. But 
the airplane engineers have brought their product to a 
condition of practicality, exactly as the automobile engin- 
eers did theirs. Today the airplane industry faces the era 
of merchandising, just as we did nearly a score of years 
ago. 

The airplane industry today lacks, to a large extent, a 
merchandising organization. It has not adequate dealer 
representation to handle its growing production. What is 
the industry going to do to build up an efficient merchan- 
dising organization? 

Unless we are very much mistaken, the airplane manu- 
facturer is going to find that the automobile dealer is the 
best equipped, physically and mentally, to take over the dis- 
tribution and servicing of airplanes, exactly as the automo- 
bile industry, twenty-odd years ago, found the old bicycle 
dealer the best fitted to cope with the new problems of mer- 
chandising that were becoming apparent. 

The automobile dealer taking on airplane and 
service starts with the advantage of having been a merchan- 
diser of vehicles. The step from road vehicles to air vehicles 
is to him a step in which many fundamentals are the same. 
The merchant coming from another business lacks this basic 
education in vehicle sales and service. Furthermore, the 
automobile merchant has a plant equipped to give service to 
one class of vehicle, and this equipment is, in a large part, 
adapted equally well to servicing another type of carrier. 

Already automobile dealers in various places have under- 
taken the merchandising and servicing of airplanes. The 
movement has been tentative. But before very long the big 
airplane builders are going to begin an active hunt for 
dealers. Production is growing, and they must build up an 
organization to distribute it. 

The wise automobile dealer today will begin studying 
the aviation field, its problems and potentialities. He will 
keep abreast of development in the air vehicle industry, 
hecause tomorrow he may very well be called upon to 

be*me part of its merchandising organization.

Grantwood, N. J.. March 6.— 
Building a big business in a small 
community is possible, providing 
it is done on the basis of pleasing 
the customer, not only in the sale 
of a car, but in being in a posi- 
tion at all times to give service 
and supply accessories and parts, 
according to Frank T. Siersema, 
secretary and general office man- 
ager of the Cliff Motor Corpora- 
tion, 508-510 Anderson Ave., Ford 
dealer. 

With this object as the basis of 
their business, James Petersen. pres- 
ident; Earl O. Siersema. vice-presi- 
dent and treasurer, and Secretary 
Siersema back in 1923 started the 
Cliff Motor Corporation with a 
small shop, parts department and 
showroom approximately 3.000 
square feet, at 281 Palisade Ave.., 
Cliffside. 

Although the Ford dealership 
was a small one, even in those 
days, the three partners devoted 
their entire time to the business, 
and made it a point that at least 
one member of the firm was al- 
ways to be on duty. In this man- 
ner customers with complaints 
were able at all times to see an 


official who would iron out the 
trouble. 
While the members of the con- 


cern admit that it was not always 
the easiest course to take. they have 
operated on “the customer is al- 
ways right” theory, and have found 
that it pays in the long run. 

Another feature that has spelled 
success for the Cliff Motor Corpora- 
tion is the method of servicing cars. 
Every car coming into the service 
station is immediately covered with 
a fender cowl, steering wheel. seat 
and door covers. to guard against 
damage. The mechanics working on 
the cars wear suits of one-piece 
overalls, and those working on the 
inside of cars wear, in addition, a 
shop coat. 

Next to the sale of cars the big- 
gest income is derived from the 
sale of parts and accessories. and 
from a parts department in 1923. 
which was only large enough to 
hold four bins of Ford parts. this 
department today is one of the 
most complete found in Ford deal- 
erships anywhere. The counter is 
at one end of the new car show- 
room. and so arranged that its 
shelves can be seen from the street. 

The new building. which con- 
tains 10.000 square feet of floor 
space, is ideally situated on a high- 
way that leads from the Hudson 
Boulevard ‘the Lincoln Highway) 
through Bergen county and_ into 
New York state. It is a road that 
carries much traffic and the Cliff 
Motor Corporation building is eas- 
ily seen from both approaches. 

On first sight it appears like a 
bank building and from the side- 
walk can be seen the mezzanine 
floor that contains the executive 
offices. The showroom can eas- 
ily accommodate six cars, while 
the service department is large 
enough for fifty cars at one time.
